San Francisco, March 15.- Lincoln 
Beachey, the aviator, was killed while 
making an < xhiliilion flight at the 
Panama- I'aci lie exposition Sunday 
At aa altitude of about 7,000 feet 
Beachey began asharp de-^cmt. The 
wings of his aeroplane collapsed ami 
the machine plui^ed iato Su Fran- 
daco bay. ' 

Bsa hey was completing his second 
flight of thi^ilav when the accident 
occurred, in vi. w ot thousands uf 
spectators. Having previously elec- 
trified the crowd with a series nf 
aerial aomersaults, the airman sought 
to add an additional thrill with one 
of his sensational perp ndicular 
drops. 

Tlie fatal fall was attributed to 
the fact that Beachey entrusted his 
ife for the first time in sever- 
al years in a monc)plani'. 

Lincoln lieachoy was regarded as 
tha most skillful and daring Ameri 
can aviator. He earned this reputa 
tion long before the French flyers 
b^gan to glide through the air up- 
side down. Beachey was in retire- 
meat when the»e feats were heralded, 
and waa drawn back by hi* deeire to 
exceed the wmarkahla flying of tha 

French. 

With an aeroplane of small wing 
surface he flew upside down, made 
spirals wliile head downward and 
looped the loop. 

Beachey was born in San Francisco 
in September. 1887. and made his 
first Slight in at Oakland. Cal , 
piloting a liirigible balloon. In HMjtt 
h rcledthe capitol at Washington. 
He soared over New York City in 
July, 1907. His motor failed and the 
wind whirled the diriglbia acrOM the 
rivi'r, wre. king it. 

His first h«avier-than-air machine, 
a monoplane, wa* wrecked at St Paul 
in 1910. He noade a *aee***f nl flight 
in I. OS Angeic*. bat th«airr«ek*d an- 
other llyer. 

M*y 6. 1911. Beachey wa* the fir*t 
num to circle the cagritol in Washing- 
ton in an aeroplane. He then startled 
the world- by flying over Niagara 
Falls. Later beVoa th* firet inter- 
city aeroplane raee Amarica. flying 
from New York to Philadelphia. Ha 
was the most prominent figure in tha 
1911 Chicago aviatioB aiaat apiraliag 
at sharp aagles. 

Early in 1913 Beachev announced 
that he had made bis last flight, as.
